A 
general strike of operatives opena this after- 
toon unless something unfjto oen happens. 
It inaugurated it will last several montha. 
What proniiaefi to be Iho greatest strike iu 
ull history, growing out of tho Lancashire 
Irado troubles, ia now apparently 
inevitable, lielwocn this and the Sth inst. 
between 00,000 and tiO.OOO operatives will 
leave their looma and 10,000,000 or 17,000,- 
000 spindlea will hecomo quiet. Tho manu- 
facturers inaiat on a, five per cent, reduction 
iu wages. Tho operatives admit the market 
is so unfavorable that their employes are in 
some dilliuully aud they oflor to submit to 
some reduction in hours and corresponding 
rcduotion in pay. Tijey will not accept less 
money for the present services.

Tho Kais.n''s visit to Wittenberg at the 
beginning of the week waa an event of more 
than i rilinary significance iiolitically and 
from a religious point of view. The old 
town of pointed gables, (plaint towers and 
ii'irrow alreets presented a unique uapecl. 
Everywhere bright banners ami lloral fea- 
tooi.B were seen, and the whole town bore a 
holiday appear.uice. The .Schlo.'ia Kirche, 
the central point of the fete, was com- 
nienceil iu l b!!) and fiuished in I I'J'.I. In 
1700 it waa aeriouaU' injured by bombard- 
ment and sull'ered in tbo aanie manner in 
ISLl-U., It waa first restored inlSl-117, 
and noWi'owingtoEinpci or William's gener- 
osity, it has been again restored. On the 
north side were the wooden doora to wliich 
Luther affixed his theses. Those doora were 
Inirned In 17C0, but were replaced in 1858 by 
metal doors 10 feet in height. They were 
preaented by Frederick William IV and 
bear the original Latin text of Luther's 
theses. Above on a golden ground is a 
representation of Christ, with Luther and 
iMclancthon at hia feet. On the right and 
left, above tho doors, are stbtues of Elec- 
tors Frederick the Wise and John the Con- 
slant. Tho bodies of these ilo.:toia are 
buried iu the church. 

THE OLD TOW.S". 

Everywhere in the town aro evidences of 
the great reformer. Not far from tho rail- 
way station, outside the Klslor Thor, atanda 
an oak tree planted in 18,'iO. This tree ia 
aaid to mark the spot where Luther publicly 
burned the Papal bull on December 10, 
l.'ilio. This spot is said to have been selocl- 
eil by Luther, because hero were burled tho 
clothing of those who died' from the 
plague. In Collegeien-strasse ia the 
Auguateum, in the court of which stands 
Luther's house. The first floor ia fitted up 
as Luther Halle, and contains many arti- 
cles that belong to Luther. In the vesti- 
bule are a numoer of paintingB representing 
scenes in Luther's life. -.'In the . market 
place stands a ataiue of Luther under a 



Gothic canopy. The base bcora the in- 
scription : "lata Qottela werk so wirda bcs- 
tein; iuts menschen work, wirda untergehn" 
(If it be God's work it will endure; if man's 
work it will perish).

THE REHAI.NS OK LUTHER. 

Immense crowds of people from all parts 
of tho country camo to witceas tho ceremony 
of tho rededication of tho restored eluiroh. 
Upon tho arrival of the Imperial parly at 
the railway station they were welcomed by 
Prince Stolbcrg-Wernigerode, who conduct- 
ed th(:m to tho town hall. Tho whole route 
waa lined with troops. The Emperor walked 
llio entire distance and- the crowd shout- 
ed and cheered enthusiastically. Tho 
Imperial party was received at tho 
town hall by the lUirgomaster on behalf of 
the municipal authorities, and ho read an 
address to the lilmperor, who responded 
with thanks. At the head of the proceeaion 
which formed in the market place were the 
highest Protestant olergy of the empire, in- 
cluding the president of the Evangeiioal 
Superior Council and the general superin- 
tendent of the Lutheran church. These were 
followed by a large number of cUrgy- 
mcu of lesser note. Then camo u long 
lino of generals of the army in full uniform, 
other military officers, ministers of state, 
representatives of the Landtag and many 
otiioials from civil, military and naval de- 
partments. Then came the Protestant 
Princes of Germany, with their retinues, 
and the representatives of Protestant for- 
eign sovereigns. Tho l'',mperor and hia 
suite brought up tbe eud of tho procession, 
being escorted by a squadron of cavalry. 
Aa soon as the order was given for the pro- 
cession lo move

begun to peal merrily, while tho strains of 
" Eino Feste Burg" broke forth from the 
instrumenta of tho trumpeters who were ata- 
lionod in tho towora of the castle church. 
When Emperor William arrived at the door 
of the church Profesior Adler, the architect of 
the restored edifice, presented the key 
to hia majesty, who with' a few 
gracious words, handed it - to the- 
preaident of the church council. The- 
latter in turn handed the key to Dft 
(^landt, the' pastor of tho church, saying: 
" By command'of the Emperor, theproteot- 
or and high arehiteet of this house of God, 
and by virtue of ~my office, I deliver to you 
as an ordained minister of the Word this 
key. May all who enter throiigh tho door 
M liich thia key opena enter the gate of 
heaven." Dr. Quandt then opened 
the door and the Kmporor and train 
passed through. Aa tho Imperial 
parly entered the church the congiega- 
tion arose and Bang the hymn, " Come, 
Holy Ghost, Our God,'' When tho Im- 
perial party had taken the seats assigned to 
them. Dr. Schaltze, the leaderof the church 
in Saxouy, opened the services. Ur. Vic- 
rege, the court chaplain, preached a acr- 
mon, taking his text from Koniana iii., 2} : 
"Being juatitied fiecly by His grace, 
through the redemption IhuL ia in Uhrisi 
Jesua. " Upon the conclusion of the ser- 
vices the Imperial party drove to Luther'a 
house, where the Emperor signed the deed 
of dedication. From 

lxithbr's notrsE. 
the Emperor and hia parly reviewed a'gor- - 
geous historical procession, cbniposied of 
nineteen groups, illustrating the foundation 
and development of Wittenberg, and the 
foundation of the Schlosa Kirche. Tho 
eleventh car waa tho chief feature. It was 
emblematic of tho reformation. On it wos 
a rcpreseutatiou of .Martin Luther on horse- 
back, surrounded by his adherents. Behind 
the car rode live leaders of tho famous 
league of Schnmlkald, founded al Witten- 
berg iu l.'i.'iO lo defend the I'rotestantB 
against Charles V. After this waa 
a grand banquet. The Duke of York, 
who represented (^lueen Victoria, wua 
acated opposite the I'^mperor, Tho Emperor,, 
in his aiicech, said : "To ua the church is. 
not only a memorial, bul a serious admoni- 
tion aud an ex|)ri.'asion of divine blessing 
lliriiugh the Protestant cluirch. The con- 
teaaion of our failb that we made to-day in 
the iiresence of (iod binds us and the w hole 
of Chriateiuloni. 'Therein liea a boud of 
pc.ce reaching beyond all liiiea of division, 
in the matter of faith there ia no compul- 
sion. The free conviction of the heart and 
the deciaivo ackuowdedgincnt thereof is the. 
blessed ' 

FRUIT OF THE RErORMATION. 

We Protestants make a feud with nobody 
ou account of his belief, but we hold fast our ■ 
faith in the go.spel of death." The Em- 
peror th. inked tho German Priucea and 
I'roteatant sovereigns of I'^uropo for taking 
part in the featival. lie concluded by rais- 
ing tho cup thai Wittenberg presented to 
Luther on the occasion of his wedding. 
" This cup," ho said, "once touchcl Lu- 
ther's lips. It shall serve me lo diiiik to 
the welfare of my illustrious guests. Long 
life lo tho Protcataut priucea of Germany 
and the governments of German free 
towns."

The secretary (Mr. B. C. Mess) read the 
notice convening the meeting. 

The Chairman said : Gentlemen, before 
moving the adoption of tho report, I would 
like to make a few remarks on tho general 
state of tho accounts. 'The result of the 
year's work is, I regret to say, not so 
fayorablo us it has been during the two 
preceding years; hut we think the caiiaca 
aro perfectly natural ones. Tho c.ilch, as 
you know, was some ll),OUO ca.ses below 
what it was the year before, and, of course, 
this means a very much inereaacil cost. Wo 
have to prepare for oiir lishiiig operations 
some time ahead by sjiiding our men up to 
the diHerent fisheries and supiilying them 
U'itli the necess.iiy malei i;d,->. We cannot, 
of course, expect Chiuiimen or niiyone else 
to go .")l)0 or OOtJ milea up llie coast of liritibh 
Columhia without being guaranteed nt 
least two mouths' work; hut, in the ca.e of 
short runs of tiah, wo have not been able to 
liiid einploymeut fur them for so 
long a period, and this has greatly 
added to the expenses. A large run means a 
cheap pack, and u short run an expensive 
one. Unfortunately wo liave to submit 
every few years to these thort c.^tche3, and, 
therefore, to increased expenditnro. (icu- 
erally, small supplies have tended to im- 
prove the market here, aud we have had 
very much better pricea when wo have had 
short c'ltches ; but when the 1891 pack was 
sold the prices did not improve at uU, 
altliough the catch was short. Tho direc- 
tors ure very pleased to report to you an 
improved state of the salmon market gener- 
ally, they having made forward sales i;f the 
1S'J2 catch at much better pricea than were 
ruling this time last year, liy concerted 
action on the part of tho Alaska ciinneru and 
on behalf of the Pacific Coast cunncrs genur- 
'ally, tho output of salmon hus been 
very much reduced, and the market 
has readily respi/iuleil to that state

TIIB MEDICAL PEOFESSION. 

To Tin: KniTOK ; — In my last letter I 
pro])osed to say soiiiothing of the lueiliciil 
profoaaion, and the stitiatica it fciipp'ies. 1 
do not intend to attack the doctors. I dare 
say they would survive it if 1 did, but I 
have too many friends among t'nem tu at- 
tempt anything of tho kind. The doctors 
aro splendid fellows. I had rather meet ono 
of an evening than almost any other man. 
As a rule, he has u wide knowledge of 
human nature and u collection of good 
stories, which he tells well, and there aro hut 
low of the profession who ohase the elusive 
dollar to the exalusioii of all tho fiuor graces 
of life. Then, again, your doctor, if he be 
a good spaoimoii, is brdve; ho has the heart 
of a lion arid the hands bi a woman; he is 
locg-BuflFering, patient, and enduring, There 
are medical men, here and elsewhere, to 
whom I would entrust the direst need of 
wife or child without a second thought. 

But tho doctors, taken collectively, bo- 
eoine tho medical profession, und of 
it I am very suspicious. The medical 
profession has very definite views at 
any particular period, and does not hesitate 
to force llieiii upon tlio public at times, but 
it is contiiuuiUy Hliifling its ground, and 
wlial is to-day orthodox medicine bixomea 
tomorrow aiiiitheiiKi. '1'he medical profes- 
sion al one, time believed that tho ariuriea 
were tilled with uir; for 10 years it opposed 
Harvey's diacovery of the eireuli.tiiin uf the 
bhiiiil ; it ))racliaed bleeding until the na- 
liima revolted ; it guve mercury until peo- 
ple's teeth dropped onl ; and it is not many 
years siuco il refused a cup of cold water to 
a ))atient burning wilh fever. 

My desire in eiiunieratiiig these f.icts ia 
not to rake up things that had better lie 
forgotten ; my point ia that the practice of 
iiieiliciiie is cominually alteiing. 'J'be men 
who held Iheao beliefs were, as you a.iy, 
"speci.dly eilueated in medicine and sur- 
gery," and during their currency for one 
medical man who doubted, there were a 
hundred who hud tho lirmest faith in them. 
Ia it not ilien quite likely that the medical 
(irofession lias been mistaken with regard to 
vaccination '; 

1 )i)Ctora do not m:iko a special stmly of 
vaccination. 'I'liey are langbt at college 
that il is beiielioial and iieces.sary, only to 
he disappointed when they,hegin to practise, 
by the appearance of patients withoutinim- 
ber who liave been vaccinated. It never 
seems to strike them that vaccination ia 
probably of no use after all, so they etiive 
lo lemedy matiera by slreiigthenini; the 
dose; some by revacciuatioii, soiiio by imil- 
liplying 1 he marks. 

'The only scienlitic cmp'.iry into the sub- 
ject for 50 years has, as its result. Dr. 
(.'rookahanks' "History ami I'atludogy of 
Vaccination," published quite lately at 30s. 
Now I contend that, apart from all else, if 
any medical man can not only publish a 
book at $9, but sell it, his opinions are en- 
titled to the greatest respect. Hut Dr. 
Crookshanka' standing is, in any ease, (piito 
beyond (jucstion, as ho is Professor of Path- 
ology »ik1 Bacteriology in London Univer- 
sity. And whatdoesthis great authority a.iy? 
Why, ho has dealt vaccination such a stag- 
gering blow that it can never recover, 
again. I have a pamphlet containing tho 
main points of the book, and I shall be 
happy lo lend it to any doctor who may ex- 
press a desire to aeo it. 

It ia when we coino to slatiatic.o, though, 
that the medical profession goes so far 
astray. Having committi d itself to the 
truth of the theory, it liaa Ho make out a 
ca.se for vnccinalioUi and Iberefure a case is 
iIuIt made out. I do not aecuce any doctor 
of deliberate falsilieai ion, but 1 do accuse 
many of I lieiii of kteping back facts that 
are ei iential, if their slalialics are lo be of 
any Value whatever. Wh.ir, fur inalanci', 
can be more unfair than to ehias a patient 
as unvuccinatid , heean^ie ihi; duetor liuea 
not see the nvirliH. t liven three mi ii 
vaccinileil to dey ; in -0 yeai.i the maik.-< uf | 
tho tirst niny b-; well ilelined, of tint secmid i 
faint, iind of the third invisible, and yet if: 
these three wiTo admitted to the l.o.ijiiial i 
ill of coullui nt smalli ox, anil were to die, 
they would probably all go down as unvae- 
oinated, bccauso no marks conld be seen. 
Of course, if they recovered, the marks on 
the first two would become visible and any 
oonaoientinus doctor would amend his 
returns, but the third man would still bo 
returned »8 unvacciuuled. It is owing to 
this erroneous method of classification that 
such dcatliratcs us you (luote are arrived al; 
in your quotation it is 37 per cent,, but the 
number of cases Is not given — a most im- 
portant point where percentages arc taken. 

A golden number for the anti-vacoiuator 
is ISH per cent., as this was the death-rate 
of all classes in tho eighteenth century, 
wheji no one was vaccinated and inoculation 
spread aniall-pox broadcast. I will toll you 
how this figure is arrived at. Drs. Jurin 
(172:t)and Lambert (170."!) coUeotbd tho 
records of IS.l.'iS cases, and tho London 
.Small pox I [iispilal Reports ( I" IC-G.'?) supply 
ii, l,31 cases nmre, the average dealb-rale 
lieiug IS S per cent. Rees' Fncyclopiedia 
( 1 7711) gives lS-7 per cent. The average ot 
such an enormoua number of cases cannot 
fail to give ini oiiiioeiitly fair result. 

Now if, iu t lie 10i.,'liteenth century, with 
nil ila iiisauiliiiy emulit ions and wilh iuocu- 
lalimi rainiiant (no vaeeinat ion then, remem- 
\)vi), — if, 1 say, llic death rate was only 
!S,S per cent,, when we are now confronted 
with death rates ranging from .'ill to till per 
cent,, we are perftclly juatilied in conclud- 
ing that th'ro ia Koinething wrong, either 
with the ligures or wilh the di etor.s. for if 

they lose from two to three' limes as i ly 

palienlH »a their iM-ainlfathera did, what bc- 
coniea of iliuir hi asted advance in medical 
science '; The f.uilt, a'^suredly, does not lie 
with the doetors, therefore their figures 
must be sadly i>u^. 

Here, sir, 1 shall eleae for the luesenl., 
although the tuhj.cl ia e.\bauHt less. If your 
readers seem, like Oliver 'Twist, to wish for 
more, I shall gladly write you again.

THE AUSTRALIAN MAILS. 

Dissatisfaction ^VIth the I'l-i'sent Service to 
San Kraiielseo. 

San FnANTi.si'o, Nov. 5. — There is coii- 
aidtrable dissalisfaction manifeatcd by New 
Zealand ofilciula regarding tho transmiaeiou 
of mails from San Francisco to the colonics, 
and it is proposed to secure a reduction of 
tho postal ratca charged by tho United 
Stalea. It i.i held by Govei iiiiieiit ollieials 
there that the rates .ire not prop-rly based, 
and they talk strongly of discontinuing the 
payment of the raloa demanded by this 
Ciovernment. Should such a step be taken it 
ia iio-isible that llie service will eeaao alto- 
gether. The Ihitish postal ollieials also 
coiii]dain of the charge made for the carry- 
ing of tho outward mails from this city lo 
Auckland, deeming it to be an excessive 
toll. I'hey favor the Sue/, canal route on 
the ground that tho latter wny is the 
cheaper. Mails sent thai way would be as- 
sested at tho Postal Union rate, which is 
about one-third of tho pre-jent cost. 

Now Zeuhuul, liesidea bsaring the cost of 
mail matter from tho United States, niust 
also p.iy the additional rate cliaiged for 
carrying it across tho .•\tlaiitio from (ireat 
liritain to this country. Uerotoforo the 
British Government lias paid the latter rate, 
but recently refused to longer do ao. The 
burden rests upon the mail contractors, and 
it ia estimated that a loss of §10,000 a year 
will fall upon them by this action. Since 
ISS.'), when tbo Auckland and San Francisco 
aei v'ci ivHS established. New Zealand has 
coMip , lined that the Government was a

discussing favorably a clause to retain Irish 
representation in Parliament, but favors re- 
ducing the number of members eutitlcd to 
vote on Imperial ipies lions only, from lO.S to7S 
unilrr the new sehonie. Anotlier point, rc- 
ganiiug wliii'h the Irii-h leailera aie likely to 
come into colli.Kioii with ihe ndni.'iiry, is the 
lieeiiion lhat the Imperial I'arlianLenl shall, 
hy two thirds niiijonty, hiivc power to vole 
on all liills p'issril by tlie liish I'arlidinent. 
Irish Xa'.iuiialiats ilernaiul that tlie sole right 
to vote on such hills shall he \ehti'dinthe 
erouii under thu direct advice of the Irish 
nunisleia. Tliu McCarthyites arc better 
phiiBcd with the arnendnicnta giving tho 
Irish I'arli.iii.i ni control ovi;r the |iolice and 
judiei uy and liberal provisions touetlle the 
land ipie-tions after the fund.) of the exist- 
ing puiehasc acla have been exIiauHteil. 

ll;jth l.ibeial and Consi rvative wire- 
pullers have been trying lo sei/e an advan- 
tage in 1 he agit al ion springing up becauae 
of ihc deprei-sion of agriculture lo form a 
Farmers' p.n'ty. 'J"hc demands nuuli! in- 
clude a reaiijustnient of llie rates Ihe farm- 
ers pay fur luddings; reforinalion of land 
grants; a reduclion of tithes and ;axes, and 
ri-form of the game laws. Farmers are now 
facing Ihe worst year known to tho present 
generation, and are aeeking relief iu im 
nieiliato lei;islation on these lines. 

Now, that the inembersiiip of tho mono 
tary conference is fully made up, it is ovi 
dent that the advocates of the tingle tax 
standard are in the majority. Kngland, 
Germany, Austria and lielgiuin will send 
delegates having a preponderance ol mono 
motaliits, yet a growing belief in London 
circles is that the couferenco will cU'eet 
some arraugcment.

OA^^ADIAN CATTLE SHUT OUT. 

Tlio closing of liritUh port-s to C uiadian 
cattlo will be a serioua blow to tlie trudo of 
the Dominion witli Great Britain. The 
trade in live stock has been a growing one 
for some years, and it promised to go on 
increasing. It was in this trade that 
Canada enjoyed a very considerable ad- 
vantiigo over the United ytutea. The 
Brilisli uutlioritiea bad, Eonie time au'o, 
decided that cattle could not be imported 
alive from the United States with safety, 
KS thoy were likely to be aflfeoted with 
pleuro-pneunionia. Americans were, there- 
fore, obliged to send their beef to the 
Britiah ni^rUct dreaaed, or have tho animals 
BUiii^'litiu-.:iI ;u Booa a9 tliey were landed. 
But Canidiau cattle being free from disease, 
were allowed to land, and were sent alive 
to dilTeront pirts of the country. 

Tho ICngliali cattlo dealers were not l,>y 
any means pleased tliat this privilege shou'd 
be extended to Canadian cattle, for it 
brought tliDso cattle iuto tlio market to 
conipato with British bred uniniala. .Tliey 
-have, therefore, been for a long time seek- 
ing for a pretext to e.Tolude Canadian c:ittle 
as they hud excluded United States cattle. 
A year or two ago they had nearly SHCCced- 
ed, and hail it not been for tho exertions of 
Sir Ch.irlea Tuppcr they would have ell'ected 
their purpose. Thoy liave laid tiieir plans, 
it appears, better this time. Canadian cat- 
tle have been pronounced dangerous, and a 
^eoisiou iiua been procured against them. 
IFhero are no details in tho report an- 
nouucing the f.iot of their exclusion, but wc 
gitlier from the lone of tlie telegram that 
Canadians in ICngUuid do not think that tlio 
cose against cattle from the Dominion has 
been proved. Aa thoy are deeply interest- 
ed in tho decision arrived at by tho uuthor- 
•itiea it ia hardly safe to conolude that an in- 
jury baa been cau-ielesaly inflicted on Cana- 
dian trade. It would seem to ua tliat the 
officers of the Crown would not have pro- 
nounced against Canadian cattle without 
what they, at any rate, considered sufllcicut 
..proof. 

It appears quite certain that there ia no 
pleuro-pncumonia in any part of Canada. 
A rumor waa ruised some time ago that the 
disease had made its appearance some- 
where near Edmonton, in the Northwest, 
but tho report, if wo do not mistake, waa 
proved to be false by the highest authority 
on c iltlo dise iie I in tlio Doniiuion. 'J'liere 
baa not been as much ua a wliiaper of ita 
•having made ita aiipearaneo since in any 
other part of tho Doniiuion. It is, how- 
ever, just possible that the disease may 
have been caught while some cattlo wero in 
transit to the British market, or it may bo 
that some enterprising American muy have 
Buccoeded in getting diacaaed animala 
ttcrosa ♦he lino and pasacil olf on the 
buyers as Canudiuu cattle. It is dilliculb to 
-believe that a verdict would be given 
against Canadian cattlo in England without 
^roof. It may, aa we say, be poaaible that 
animals purpurtiiig to be Cunulian liavo 
been found to lie diaeascl in lOnglund, but 
wo do not believe that a single animal 
oould bo found atlectcd with such a liighly 
ooatagiouB disease as pleuro-pneumoDia on 
Canadian territory from Halifax to Victoria. 



It ia to be hoped that when this is proved, 
as we have no doubtitwillbe, thoprohibition 
will cease, and that Canadian cattle will 
pass ua freely into Tiritiah ports as they 
have been allowed to do hitherto. 



A MISTAKE}. 



Mr. Meroier and bis agent- ^acAud liavo 
been acquitted by a Quebec Juiy. Wo can- 
not fice how anything else conld havo bcUJi 
expected. 'J'Ihiso aeijuainted witli tho ways 
of (juobco juries might have known that if 
any pretext oould be found to acquit Mossr.°. 
Meroier and Pacaud — or whether there could 
or not — they would bo acquitted. 

Tho opinion, ns far as wo could learn, 
iimoiig the people of tliat province, was tliat 
the I'rovineial (loveniinent waa pressing tho 
lato Premier and hia man loo hard — that 
their enemies ought to have been oontcntcil 
with tho verdict given at tho polls and with 
the consequences to Mercior of that verdict. 
Ho waa a ruined man politically and linan- 
cially, and aliould have been left in the ob- 
scure and powerluaa position to which lio 
had fallen. To proaecuto him criinimiUy, 
when he was in so miserable a condition 
was, it was said, like hitting a man when he 
ia down, and a sympathy waa creuted for 
bini among people wlio, when they saw tho 
political wreck that he had iiuule of himself, 
felt that ho waa receiving tile punishment 
bo deserved. But when bo was prosecuted 
for a crime, the punishment of which 
was imprisonment in the penitentiary, 
iudiirerenco, in these persons, became 
pity, and they considered that 
ho was being made a martyr of. The 
sympathy, instead of being with the prose- 
cutor, was with liio prosecuted, and when 
Meroier was acquitted he was, as we see, 
treated as if he had been a hero. Thia 
shows that tho Provincial Oovernment in 
prosecuting him on a criminal charge bad 
made a mistake. If tho ex-premier had 
been loft alone in poverty and obscurity, 
and if those who had been his political 
opponents had taken no further proceedings 
agoinst him, it would be very hard for him 
to get into notice again and to raise himself 
in tho popular esteem. But tho late prosecu- 
tion has given him tho lift that he needed. 
It has brought him again to notice. Jt liaa 
roused tho enthusiasm of many of hia old 
friends and given him a place in the politics 
of Quebec once more. Men of Mr. Meroier's 
moral constitution nro not easily killed, and 
the people of (Quebec are not disposed to 
consider tlie oflVnces of which he lias b-en 
guilty crimes of n very deep dye. Ilis 
being carried on men's shouldera tlirough 
the crowd and his being honored by a torcii- 
light procession are evidences of this. Mer- 
oier has, through the mistake of his oppo- 
nents, got his foot on tlie political ladder 
again, and he is not tho man to throw away 
an udvuutago no matter how it may have 
been gained. 



A MIDDLE COURSE. 

Our esteemed contemporary the Vancou- 
ver Telegram, says with reference to the 

controversy respecting the Nakusp road : 

It is not our province to decide which of 
them (the controversialista) is to be blamed 
for thia, or which has tho best of tho argu- 
ment. Tho ono appears to bo trying to 
make a point against the (joveriinieni, the 
other to defend its action or want of action 
in regard to tlio .Slocaii country. Both our 
conteriiporariea seem to have entirely over- 
luoUed the public interests in tho matter, 
which are nut at all likely to be promoted 
by useless wrangling. 

Such criticism as this Is very common, 
but it Is not, we submit, either fair or sensi- 
ble. Tbo man who steps iu between two 
disputants and looking very wise, says : 
" Ton nro both in the wrong, gentlemen," 
and suggests a middle course is often nothing 
better than a pretentious humbug. It ia aa 
if A said, " two and two make four," and B 
maintained that " two and two make five;" 
C, who is represented by tho Telegram, puts 
iu his oar and B.iy3 oracularly, " this ia use- 
ess wrangling. Xeilher of you ia riglit, 
for two and two make just four and ono 

If." After having thus dulivored himself, 
C looks round with a self-satisfied air, ex- 
pecting tho applause to which he considers 
himself entitled. 

But tho Telegram ia nob -an oracle, and 
when it says that both ita "contemporaries 
seem to liave entirely overlooked tlio public 
interests iu tho matter," it expresses ilaelf 
tike ono of the shortsighted and superficial 
ystanders. Tho Colonist, wo contend, 
when it maintained that tbo Government 
would not be justified in taking large sums 
of inoupy out of the Treasury without great 
urgency and without the consent of the Li-gis. 
future, did not overlook tho public iuteiust. 
On the contrary, it kept the pablio interest 
well in sight, not only'in the matter under 
disoussiou, but In all matters in which tbo 
administration of public money Is concerned. 
Tlio people and the people's representatives 
are bound to see that the tloverninunl duea 
not exceed its Icgitimuta authority in the 
expenditure of the public money. I^axity 
in that matter opens the door fir 
the most serious abuses. Twenty- 
five or thirty-flvo thousand doUara 
is not by any means a small matter when 
the amount of tho revenue of the province 
is considered. Is there any ono in (!reat 
Britain who would have the assurance to 
ask the Imperial Government to expend. 
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without tho Bubliority of Parliament, a sum 
proportionately large ? No ono would tliink 
of making such a request, and no British 
Government would entertain it for a ainglo 
moment if any one could be found audacious 
enough to make it, And our contemporary 
sliould rcnieniber that our institutions arc 
fram;d on tbo liritiah model, and that tho 
nearer H e keep to the British practice in tho 
expenditure of public money tho better will 
it be - for our pvblio interests. Perhaps 
wlien our Vancouver contemporary takes a 
little time to think over tho matter it will 
find that our dispute with the Times about 
tho construction of the Nakusp wagon road 
was not " usL-lesa wrangling," and that 
tho Colonist, at any ruto, did not lose 
sight of , the: public interest.,, We have a 
notion that if it were the public interest 
alone that tho Telegram hud in view it 
would not have expressed itself us it did 
There are wheels within wheels, as our 
contemporary very well knows. 

TIMES /xY a HE' AT BRITAIN. 

The Republican newspapers of the United 
States believe it to be their interest just 
now to represent tho English workingman 
as being on tho bordeia of starvation. Tlie 
picture which tluy draw of the condition of 
tho wage-earners in all p:u'ta of tho United 
ICingdom is oxce;dingly gloomy. This they 
attribute to Great Britain's free trade 
policy. - In order to prevent the working- 
men of the United States from voting for 
Cleveland, who ia in favor of tarifl" reform, 
tho Kepublicans create a British working- 
man and liold him up before tho wage-earn- 
ers of the United States as a bogie. He is, 
as they paint him, a very pitiable creature 
indeed ; but as he exists in real life he is 
not much to bo pitied. Americans who 
have had opportunities of observing th'J 
"punper" laborer of Ivigland at home 
attending public nieetinga and taking hia 
loliday, havo been surprised to see wliat a 
Sturdy, independent, comfortable-looking 
chap he ia — the very opposite in fact of 
what they expected to see. 

But leaving partisan exaggeration out of 
the question, times in Great Britain are 
just now pretty hard for the workingimui, 
! they threaten to 1 c still harder. Work 
is dillicult to bo procured, and wages havo 
a tendency to get lower. The labor cor- 
respondent of tho British Trade Journal, on 
the ITilh of laat month, wrote : 

.Since the middle of last year the labor 
niarlci t h.is slowly but surely inilicatcd the 
progress of a period of trade depression, but 
in no uionlli during tlie whole of that time 
as the change for tho wnise been so 
strongly niai keil aa during the iiiontli just 
passed away. It ia fortunato that the 
trunaition li.is thua taken place by easy 
stages up till now, to that huge bodica of 
men have not, li 'en thrown on tho market 
with tho Buddenneaa noticeable in the case 
of some former depreaaiona. Tho greatest 
change has come upon the aliipbuilding, 
engineering and other related trades, among 
which t he propoi tion of those now out of 
woik varies from ^ lo 10 per cent. Pos- 
sibly some portion of this miy be duo to 
the strikes now pending in various ship- 
building and engineering centres. 

Much waa said at tho above date about 
the proposed strike of the cotton spinneis 
in .South east Lancashire, but that troulile 
has since been liapjiily averted. Wo think 
wo sec, too, a disposition on the part of tlie 
workingmen in other trades to be moderate 
iu their demands and to wait for an in- 
crease of wagea until times get better. The 
poor harvest, too, lias aided to produce 
depression in (Ireat liritain. The crops 
seem to have grown well enough, but tho 
weather was so wet that tho late grain 
could not be properly harvested. Wo see 
that so late OS tho middle of October "an 
enormous acreage in Yorkshire " was still 
out in the fields, and that on some farms 
the crops had not been cut. In all parts of 
I'lngland and Wales grain was sulfering trom 
moisture. Tenants in some places were 
talking about asking for a reduction of rent 
and the small pay of the farm laborers was, 
in view of the poor returns, niiulo sniallcr 
still. 

On the whole, then, the outlook in IJreat 
15ritain ia not, clieerful. A season of ileprea- 
aion lias apparently set iu, but tho distress 
is neither so general nor so great as the 
American Republican politicians are repre- 
senting it to Iu. Great Britain has 
woalncred other periods of depresaiou and 
it will got over the coming one, no doubt, 
without sustaining any very great injury.

Thn Story (if a (Inslilctr WIki Itdbbdd tUo 
liiink— Tho Itiisliwlmekcr. 

[Copyriylit, 1811-', by Oliarlca U. Lowia.] 
Our liHiik was tiio. First National bank 
of ycottsvillo, u town liiivinga population 
of about 10,000. There were two or 
threo privnto bunks, but no other institu- 
tion IiavitiL; till! ciipitiil and dignity wo 
ciirriud. Tim .stdcklidldera luiiuborcd 
HL-iirly thirty jiiiople, uiid all wure resi- 
dont.s i)f thu city mid cimnty.

In one year wo liail graspial h;ili' the 
bii.sincs.s of the county.

We 
had any amount of money to loud on easy 
terras, and whenever an extension was 
wanted it was cheerfully granted. I had 
done more than any other man to bring 
about this state of all'airs. I way so he"

'ars my .sal.-iry w.as .ad- 
vanced three dillcreiit. tiiucs. No man 
could have been more fully tru-stcd than 
I was. My advice was sought and invar- 
iably followed, and everybody coniph- 
mented the bank on its sag.acity in secur- 
ing my sorvicoa. I hail hiaiii' wilh the 
bank two years and four nionlhs when a 
.singular inciilent happeiicil, ( )iie e\ en- 
iiig as I sat reading in my roiriu thi.' 
thought came to mo like a Hash to rob the 
bank and escape to a foreign country. I 
pledge you my word I was frightened for 
a moment.

On the other hand, a correspondent of the 
Boston Globe writes aa follows in favor of 
the ]iresent rule, his points being worthy of 
a careful C(jn3ideration by all interested : 

" While the discu.sdion aa to the best 
measurement rule for iie.xt year's racing is 
arousing interest among yachtsmen, a brief 
plea for the conlinuanco of the present rule 
ahould not he out of pliico. It is reasonable 
to suppose that a walerline length rule pure 
and simple, would produce the "brute" 
type of boat, for the avoiihincc of which the 
sail area rule was de.siuned. Barge sail 
plana would surely be used if they were not 
taxed. This means a dangerous boat, espe- 
cially when of the centreboard type ; a boat 
harder to handle, rtijuiring a larger crew, 
better construction to stand the strain und 
conseiiuently greater expense for construc- 
tion und maintenance, and altogether a more 
unhandy type.

October is tlio clioicust morllli in tlio 
yoiir in tlioso piuts. OorHiuunm iiud liiim 
should now bo jjotted for winter. Tliu 
farmer now looks ovor his cows mul se- 
lects the milk cows from tlio othoia be- 
causo they firo more (\pt to produce milk. 
Com sIiuLild lielnui.sed imd plowing done, 
lli'i-o wo liavo n li.L;bt, enlciircous soil, 
wliicli is sootliinL! to the baro feet of tho 
poaaaut, and sunieliniea proLluce.s n liirgo 
green worm called the tobacco worm. 

Ilo is not so plentiful in this state as 
formerly, liavini,' f,'ono f;irllior south, 
whore ho can get his tobacco cheaper. 
Hero, too, ho found a good deal of coni-

petition. The tobacco worm hns no other 
occupation on earth than to uao tobacco. 
Here ho found that olher.i liad already 
entered the liold l)ef(ire bini and under 
taken to snbaidt eiuiri^ly upon tohacci 
and rest. Therefore the loliaceo worm is 
loss plentiful now in North Carolina than 
formerly. Tobacco is also 25 per cent, 
lets in quantity here this fall than for- 
merly, but of good quality. Tho brir,'ht- 
cst and most frai,'rant tobaceo for^snuikiu'^ 
is grown in tliis state. 1 1 Hinell.s as sweet 
as clover and is not nijurii)\is to liealth. 

Snuir is not grown hero, and so sonio- 
tiiuea when there is a blockade or wash- 
out on tho railroad anull'cannot bo readily 
landed :vt our doors, and there is a groat 
deal of suflering. Nobody nose how 
much there is. 

Snuff is not administered up the nose 
here, however, among tlioso who use it, 
but is kept in a ne it littlu bonhoimiere, 
or gourd, and a small wooden stick made 
of birch, chewed into a Inush at ono ond, 
is ever and anon dipped into the snuff 
and then chowed thoroughly or rubbed 
back and forth over tho gooms. 

Only the hoi polloi use snuH" hero— the 
hoi polloi lady, I mean. I f you see hor 
coming down a visti; of brilliant autinnn 
coloring, a somber liguro in the gaudy 
perspective, you will lu/tieu that she dex- 
terously jorks something out of her mouth 
and conceals it in her ajiron, trying as 
you pass to look all wrapped up in the 
contemplation of nature. 

She has just removed her snufT stick, 
or, as I may saj-, half in jest, tlie handle 
of tlie dipper is removed. Here ono finds 
among the peasantry children hardly 
done with their niiik teeth using snufi'in 
this way. !So we h ivo the Little Dipper 
and tho Dig Dipper. 

Tho snuir stick or lu iisli is left dangling 
in the corner of the mouth as little young 
children in tho absenco of tho mother 
hold a corner of cloth that has been wrap- 
ped around a bit of sugar, "and the same 
with intent to deceive." 

Arden is not .a large place, l)ut it i.s a 
good sito for oni!. Tliere aro two general 
stores and a blacksmith shop. Lately 
there is a shooting scr.iiie on .Saturdays. 

Since I have boon digging my well 1 
have put a good deal of money in circula- 
tion. This has made flush times in west- 
ern North Carolina, and some lawless- 
ness. Human lilc at one time was so 
lightly valued while this stream of gold 
was flowing in that 1 had to shut down 
work on niy well till times should tighten 
up a little. 

Lritely 1 have been putting in a wind- 
mill at the estate. This, too, hns lot a 
flood of wealth into the channels of trade. 
Eggs went up to 8;^ cents, and good eggs 
wore worth a shilling. 

I had been reuling about v.'indmills 
and delerniineil lo Imy ,,uo. Al, liist I 
thought 1 Wiiuld Ijiiy onu i-f tho-e doar 
old windmills of Soul liauiiJlnn ami iMuojie 
■which tho artists lave ahout, but this oiie 
will be dear enough by tlio lime I get 
through with it. 

The mill arrived last April and was i)ut 
•on tho ground eaily in that miputh. A 
jilumbor from Asheville was employed to 
put it up. Eight men were sent out hi^re 
by tram to put the mill up. They did 
not know how to put u|) a windmill, and 
80 a preparatory school had to be opened 
here to give instructions. 1 paid the 
tuition. Special trains carried my phnnb- 
ora to and from .A'-heville. 1 1 was a jileas- 
antsight to see tho.so pluuiliers on their 
way, with bright, exjiectant faces, toward 
the j)laco whoro they wore learning how 
to plumb at my expense. 

The scheme was spoken of around here 
as "Nye's Fresh Air Fund." Every littlo 
while I could hear some ono say, "Thoro 
goes tho plumbers' [licnic." 

1 livo fourteen miles from .•\slieville, 
and ran out of teriapin one day. 'I'bis 
caused mu.;h adverse comnu'nt among the 
plumljcry, iiiul before it could be smother- 
ed by liiud words somo nightingales' 
tongues, with ou jus on them, were 
i'soorohed a littlo by our c'lof, and I could 



SCO that tho' plumbers in a well bred way 
were irritated. This grow till the follow- 
ing week, when their di.i-^ontent l)L.ciiiiie 
so great that they suddoidy put up tho 
mill and wont away. I did nob think at 
first that they would over go. But thoy 
lid. 

I'o.sailjly tho wimlmill also may do so 
some (lay. 1 thought that as soon as llio 
plumbers stood bael; from it and gave it 
ail- it might go, but it hiis not. A wJl 
known physician and .scientist here s.iyi 
that HO much of tho climate ia reiinived 
by tho invalids who como hero that there 
is not enough loft to run a windmill. 

Lam arranging now. howovor, to club 
in with Mr. IJoale, a n. ighbor of mine, 
who oHus a bicycle with pneumatic tires, 
so that wo can got (UU' wind oksewhero in 
large (piiuitities for lilliiig bis pnoumatic 
tiros and running my windmill the year 
round. 

Tho mill looks very picturcsquo when 
in motion, but it takes the time of a mmi 
and team to run it while they ought to bo 
doing something else. 

Windmills wore first used in tho 
Twelfth century. In Holland they are 
used yet, tho sciontists say, in draining 
tho polders and grinding tho trass. 1 
have about decided to drain niy polders 
and grind my Iniss by hand. iMy wind- 
null makes a good place to dry clothe,^ 
on, and nothing could bo better to keep 
butter hi than my well. 

Windmills are extensively used in Cali- 
fornia about Stockton for irrigation, and 
a big farm or vineyard there looks like a 
laro'o l)ed of them in full bloom. But 
here tho wind is not strong, and an effort 
to rai^o it, I find, is only partially suc- 
cessful 

1 read of a windmill in Faversham that 
in ten weeks raised 21,000,000 galloiia of 
water from a depth of lOiJ foot, thus sav- 
ing 100 tons of coal, or sny S550. lu 
tifty-two weeks this windmill would have 
saved .^il'iSdO. This with what vegetables 
we Clin raisi! hero would almost run our 
house, r.y taking a boarder or two one 
ciuld retire from active work and thus 
avoid attracting uiiiiieasaut comment. 

The post windmill was tho earliest 
wind engine and had to bo pulled about 
to face the wind, it was succeuded by 
tho smock or frock mill wdiich consisted 
(]f a statiimaiy tower and movable gear- 
ing for the miller. Tho American wind- 
mill is siuil to be tho bust made, and even 
mine, 1 am sure, would work if air could 
bo supjilied. An asphy.xiated windmill is 
a Had sight. 

For iinding the horsepower of wind- 
nulls I give tho following rule. It is for 
tho old mill with sails, but might be fi.xed 
up to ai)iily to American mills: 

Lot u o(iual number of sails. 

l^ot A e(iual area of each sail in square 
foot. 

"Let V e(iual velo-jity of wind in f 
per second. 

Then tho horsepower of the mill is ; 
n A V3 



l,fUiO,000 

In other words, that is tho number of 
horses it will take to work tho mill on a 
still day. 

After tho campaign is over and tho 
rainbow retrievers ami spellbinders get 
homo, and prices are cheaiier on such 
labor, 1 am going to try a joint debate on 
this ^uiidinill, if everything else should 
fail. 

Tho well is still dark and cheerless. A 
large blacksnake tried to cross it two 
weeks ago, but misried his footing ami fell 
to tho bottom, a distance of over 100 feel. 
When wo got him (jut lie was out of his 
head at lirst, but tinally recognized me, 
smiled faintly and died.

BISMAllUK-.S OPINIUXS. 

The Ex-Cbiineellor llenie.s That lie I'lanucd 
War With France— The 
Army lilll. 

Lepsic, Nov. 4. — Dr. Blum recently had 
a long interview with Prince Bismarck at 

Varzin, hu acciunt of which was iiublichcd 
in tho XuULstc N.ichrichlen, of this city. 
Prince Bisin,irck spoke at length of the new 
military bill a\yi Gertnany's relation.a v, ith 
France and Rusaia. He denied that hi- 
planned to altiick p'rince in 1S7">, <;oiiti.nd- 
ing that, on the contr ary, he liad ]ier.'in:uii:d 
Emperor Williiin. to forbid the gi inr.d slal!', 
and especially Uount \'on MoltUe, wlio were 
anxious to provoke war, to inteifcre uiih 
foreign polilica. The cx chaiicullor dia- 
senti'd entirely from liie Government's su]i 
port of the military bill. He taid he 
thought the Geriiuui army quite strong 
enough to face even war on two front iur.-i. 
He bulicves lluit mdtlier France nor I-tuaaia 
desire.a war, and that no war ia likely to 
break out, at len.sL for years to coim^. 
Moreover, eaiil tho rrinei.', victory nm{s 
with that power which wina the lirst few 
battlfcu, and those battles will be fought not 
with millions of men but with a few hun- 
dred thousand. "Tho main thing," he 
continued, " is that they bo well led. Tho 
new military bill has tho greatest defect in 
its inadequate provision for cotnniissioned 
and non-commissioned oirioers." Ho con- 
demned tho proposal to retain tho third 
year of service solely for men who incurred 
penalties, believing that this provision 
would destroy all respect for the third yen 
plan. Ho (pioted Kmppror William I 
Count Von Mollke and Gen. Von Koon u 
against tho two years system. Ho thouglu 
the beat thing the Reichstag could do was 
not to reject the bill as a whole,, but to de- 
clare "itself ready to remedy the real defects 
when the Government has showed bow to 
cover the inoreaied expense. With regard 
to BuBsia, Prince Bismarck said that only 
the newspapers, Poles and Jews desired war 
between the Bnssiana and Germans.
